Bank 
The contract was let yesterday for 
remodeling the former location of the 
Palm Springs Grocery, making the 
building a part of the Bank of Amer­ 
ica. Work will begin Monday. 
A large arch will be cut in the wall 
between the two buildings, thus mak­ 
ing both into one. The offices in the 
front part oi the bank are to be moved 
to the adaéd quarters and tellers 
cages are to be extended to the front 
of the present banking room, thus 
making room for two additonal win­ 
dows.

Palms Coffee Shop, had one of the 
most harrowing experiences Tuesday 
night that any person has ever had 
to endure. 
He was held up and kidnaped in 
Los Angeles, and three times the kid­ 
napers took him out of the car while 
driving away from Los Angeles, stood 
him up and declared they were going 
to shoot him because he would be 
able to identify them if they were 
caught.

P roposes U nified 
R oad Im provem ent 
T hroughout County 


A county-wide plan of highway 
improvements, sponsored by the 
Riverside 
County 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, and every section of 
the county united on the program, 
was the theme of an address by 
Judge A. Heber W inder, at the 
meeting of the County Chamber 
at Hotel Banning Tuesday noon. 
Judge W inder said very 
little 
can be accomplished for the coun­ 
ty as long as every community in­ 
sists on roads for its particular 
section only, and refuses to co­ 
operate with other sections. 
He 
suggested highways to be improv­ 
ed in order of their importance, 
the entire county concentrating on 
' No. 1 road first, and when that 
has been completed, all work to­ 
gether for No. 2 road, and so on 
until all have been taken care of. 
Q uoting from his speech: 


“In th is county, we have many high­ 
ways th a t are in need of im provem ent. 
I will m ention a few. 
“H ighw ay No. 60 should be im prov­ 
ed by being m ade a three-lane road 
betw een Indio and Beaumont. Because 
of th e heavy d esert traffic, particular­ 
ly of trucks, th at highway is one of 
the m ost dangerous in the state. 
The 
reason why th ere are not m ore acci­ 
d en ts is because of the efficiency of 
the S tate H ighw ay Patrol. 
F u rth er­ 
m ore the sam e highw ay betw een Riv­ 
erside and O ntario should also be a 
three-lane road. 
I recall th a t we re­ 
cently lost one highw ay, by th e rout­ 
ing of No. 70 through San Bernardino. 
“T h e road betw een W hitew ater and 
P alm Springs is entirely too narrow* 
to c arry the heavy traffic. 
It should 
be w idened. 
T here is a bottleneck 
a t P alm Springs. 
W hen 
th e 
new 
highw ay is im proved betw een Indio 
and Palm Springs, there will be furth­ 
er congestion of traffic in th is bottle­ 
neck at Palm Springs. 
T here should 
be a cut-off, especially

Chamberlins Get 
Relics From 
Relative 
A new spaper printed in January. 
1800, and telling the story of 
tile 
death of George W ashington, Decem­ 
ber 14, 1799, is in th e possession of 
Mr. an d Mrs. C harles G. Cham berlin 
of Palm Springs. 
T h e new spaper is the U lster County 
G azette, 
which 
was 
published 
in 
K ingston, New York, a t th a t tim e by 
Sam uel F reer & Son. T he new spaper 
is in perfect state of preservation, and 
contains much unique and interesting 
inform ation w hich is now recorded in 
history. 
Mr. and Mrs. C ham berlin received 
the new spaper recently 
along 
w ith 
other m em entoes from Johannesburg, 
South Africa, when personal belong­ 
ings of Mrs. C ham berlin’s brother, the 
late J. L ittleton W ilson, w ere shipped 
to them . 
Mr. W ilson died in Johannesburg on 
D ecem ber 16, 1936. 
H e visited 
in 
Palm Springs in 1935, and m ade a 
num ber of friends w hile here. 
Mr. W ilson was a colorful ch arac­ 
ter, and a world traveler, having m ade 
more th an a score of trip s from Am­ 
erica to Africa, crossed the Atlantic- 
nearly 100 tim es, and w as in R ussia 
when the W orld W ar broke out. 
He 
was a counsellor fo r A m erican m anu­ 
factu rers, representing 16 farm m a­ 
chinery and m otor car firm s, and sold 
A m erican products in nearly every 
country of the world. 
W ay back in 1900 he m ade hia first 
trip to A frica, and w ith th e exception 
of tw o years during which he engaged 
in business in his hom e tow n, Belton, 
Texas, he had been traveling in dis­ 
ta n t lands. 
W hen the W orld 
W ar 
broke ou t in 1914, he was in Moscow, 
R ussia, and the difficulty he had in 
reaching Germ any, then Holland, and 
then E ngland, w ith hia baggage, is a 
long an d interesting story. 
Ju st one 
incident in this connection shows how 
his traveling experiences in foreign 
lands and his know ledge of 
foreign 
languages helped him. W hen the w ar 
suddenly broke out betw een G erm any 
and R ussia ami G erm any liad Just 
started th e invasion of Belgium, he 
attem p ted to leave R ussia. 
A rriving 
a t the R ussian border, th e G erm ans 
accused him of being an Englishm an 
and refused to ad m it him . 
He tried 
every m ethod to convince them th a t 
he w as 
an 
A m erican. 
Finally 
he 
succeeded. 
He le ft Berlin for the H olland bor­ 
der on th e last train to carry foreign­ 
ers out of the country. 
His travels 
during th e war took him through the 
subm arine zone nine tim es.

of th is trans-A tlantic trip s before the 
war, th e ship on which he traveled 
answ ered an SOS 
call 
far 
in

north, and 20 Italians w ere rescued 
from th e ship before it sank.

Summer Fire 
Hazards 


T he advent of each season brings 
special fire hazards. 
Now th at sum ­ 
m er is here, due precaution should be 
taken by property ow ners against the 
dangers th a t follow cessation of rain, 
and th e arriv al of dry, warm days. 
Som e of th e worst fires have started i 
in vacant, g rassy lots. 
Uncut, 
dry ¡ 
grass can alm ost explode into flame 
at the touch of a m atch or a spark. 
It is essential to com m unity 
safety 
that adequate laws control the care 
of grass—an d th at th ese laws be en ­ 
forced. 
F arm ers and others 
living 
outside tow ns should be no less zeal­ 
ous in reducing this hazard. 
During good w eather, homes 
are 
cleaned and renovated. G reat am ounts 
of trash m ust be disposed of, often by 
burning. 
H ere is still another source 
of destructive fire. 
T he burning oper­ 
ation should tak e place only in a m etal 
container of adequate size—and under 
constant supervision. 
In addition, sum m er is an excellent 
time for using forethought to the end 
that our hom es may be safer from fire 
next w inter. 
Before fall comes, every 
furnace should be inspected and re ­ 
pairs and replacem ents m ade w here 
necessary. A few dollars spent in this 
fashion now m ay save thousands — 
and, m ore im portant, save lives. 
Finally, no m atter w hat you do or 
where you go, be ever aw ake to the 
peril of fire. 
Do you like to drive in 
parks and fo rests? 
T hen rem em ber 
th at carelessness with fire has destroy­ 
ed m ore trees than m an ever cut for 
a useful purpose. H ave you a favorite 
sum m er picnic spot? 
Then bear in 
mind th at th e most beautiful place 
nature ever devised can become an 
eyesore in a few sh o rt m inutes 
or 
hours If fire strikes.

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New Bill for 
Control of 
Liquor Business 
General revision of the State’s Al­ 
coholic Beverages Act was unanimous­ 
ly approved by the Assembly Monday 
and was sent to Governor Frank Mer- 
riam. 
The measure, drafted in the Senate 
after weeks of study, strengthens 
some enforcement features, sets up a 
fair trades code for the brewing in­ 
dustry and makes changes ir the rates 
of taxation. 
The measure was amended in more 
than 500 particulars during its con­ 
sideration by the Senate. 
The bill lowers the tax on dry wines 
from 2 cents a gallon to 1 cent and 
taxes cider the same as sweet wines, 
2 cents a gallon. Sparkling cider un­ 
der the present lawr is taxed the same 
as champagne, 24 cents a gallon. No 
other changes from the present law In 
taxation of liquors was made. 
One provision is that copies of all 
original applications for licenses shall 
be sent to the chiefs of police, district 
attorneys, boards of supervisors and 
city councils and if protests are re­ 
ceived in fifteen days, a license shall 
not be granted except after a public 
hearing which is to be held locally. 
The applications for licenses must be 
advertised in local newspapers. 
The bill contains provisions which 
Senator Pierovich said will greatly 
8top “rackets” in the liquor industry 
and prohibits distilleries and brew­ 
eries from owning retail establish­ 
ments or giving retail dispensers any 
financial aid. 
Sales and deliveries of liquors are 
prohibited between 2 a. m. and 6 a. 
in., and wholaale deliveries are ban­ 
ned except between 6 a. m. and 6 p. 
m. Wholesale deliveries also are for­ 
bidden on Sundays and on election 
days. 
Pierovich said the deliveries after 
8 p. m. were prohibited because under 
the cover of darkness many of the vio­ 
lations of the present law have been 
made.

Sheppard Asks 
Aid For Mining 
Claim Owners 
Washington, D. C. May 27—Con­ 
gressman Harry II. Sheppard today 
introduced a bill to provide for a 
moratorium during the fiscal year of 
1936-1937 on mining elalims owned 
by persons whose incomes were in­ 
sufficient to pay Federal income tax 
during the fiscal year of 1935-1936. 
Introduction fo the Sheppard bill 
climaxed an unsuccessful fight on the 
part of the California congressmen to 
get committee action on two similar 
bills introduced by members of con­ 
gress who were not members of the 
mining committee. 
The author of a bill must demand a 
comittee hearing before that author's 
bill is considered and failure of the 
two authors to demand hearings 
prompted Mr. Sheppard to introduce 
and demand a hearing on his hill 
It' is understood that the Depart­ 
ment of Interior does not look with 
favor upon a moratorium for the 
present fiscal year. Unless the Shep­ 
pard moratorium bill is passed all 
mining claims without patents must 
have at least one hundred dollars in 
labor or improvements performed be­ 
fore July 1st, 1937. 
In commenting upon this legislation 
Mr s.heppard stated. "I am not try­ 
ing to continue the moratorium on 
j mining claims for the person who is 
I financially able to make the necessary 
Improvements. The income tax clause 
takes care of that factor. I do mean 
to put' up a fight, however, for the 
poor prospector and individual claim 
holder who will in many cases have 
their claims “jumped" after July 1st 
unless my bill is passed. Most of 
those folks are under the misappre­ 
hension that the present law covers 
the present fiscal year, but that is 
not true.” 
Mr. Sheppard frankly stated that 
in "some cases the moratorium had 
tended to slow mining activity in sec­ 
tions" and that he believed that the 
moratorium should be withdrawn 
next year. "My reason for feeling so 
strongly in favor of a moratorium 
covering the period of July 1, 1936 to 
July 1. 1937, is due to the misappre­ 
hension among prospectors who be­ 
lieve that the present moratorium 
(runs to July 1, 1937."
